The maniac fired four shots at close 
range at his father, fortunately with- 
out effect, and then fled to Golden 
Gate Park, where he hid the weapon in 
some bushes. He was taken to the 
Receiving Hospital when arrested, and 
has been very violent since his admis- 
sion to that institution.

SCHOFIELD-DUTCHER TRIALS. 


Nothing of Importance in the First 
Day’s Proceedings. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

SAN JOSE, t. 13.—The trial of Dan 
Dutcher for the murder of George W. 
Schofield was called today in Judge 
Lorrigan’s court. There was nothing 
of importance in the first day’s pro- 
ceedings, as the time was taken up in 
selectirig a jury. This work has not 
yet been completed, and the taking of 
testimony cannot possibly be reached 
before late tomorrow. 

The prosecution will attempt to prove | 
that Dutcher, who was an employé on 
the Schofield ranch, entered into a con- 
spiracy with the rancher’s wife, and 
that Dutcher shot Schofield down with- 
out warning. On the other hand, the 
defense is confident that nothing can 
be brought out to refute Dutcher’s 
story that he shot Schofield after the 
latter had threatened to kill every one 
on his place. 

Special stress is laid on the claim 
that Dutcher’s bullet was fired just in 
time to save Mrs. Schofield from her 
husband's wrath. Unless the prosecu- 
tion has several surprises in store, it 
is probable that the defense will put on 
no witnesses. 

The trial of Mrs. Schofield, who is 
also charged with murder, will begin 
next Wednesday. She is taking an in- 
tense interest in Dutcher’s trial, as on 
it depends her own fate. 


‘A NAVAL RENDEZVOUS. 


Arrangements for Shipping Sailors 
to the Coast. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] — 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 13.—A naval 
rendezvous is to be established in this 
city for the purpose of facilitating the 
shipping of sailors to man the war ves- 
sels of the navy.

CURIOSITIES OF AMBER. 


FLIES AND OTHER INSECTS PRE- 
SERVED FOR AGES. 


Effect of Temperance Laws in Nor- 

way and Sweden on the Death 

Rate—Dangers of Infection from 

Unciean Barbering—New Life- 
saving Belt. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES. } 
NEW YORK, Oct. 7.—A valuable col- 
lection of amber is being exhibited in 
London, which is attracting much at- 
tention from both naturalists and the 
public . Most people know that amber 
away in the dim ages, was gum of the 
most transparent and liquid kind, 
which oozed from the pines growing in 
countries near to what is the Baltic 
Sea of our day. The trees decayed 
and mingled with the soil, but the 
resin was stored up by nature, and 
when, as the centuries rolled on the 
earth began to sink and the sea washed 
over what was once dry land, the wood 
soil was upheaved and the hard gum 
carried off by the waves to be dropped 
to the bottom of the ocean. There the 
action of the water, in the course of 
further ages, slowly converted the 
lumps of resin into the fossil, which 
ocean currents have since disturbed, 
and often cast back on the coasts. 

It was in oozing from the pine trees 
that the liquid resin caught up in its 
course insects and other things, which 
have been wonderfully preserved. Ants 
and spiders, lichen and leaves, flowers 
and fruit of species and kinds unknown 
to recorded history, are to be exam- 
ined with as much facility as if they 
stood on an object glass, and of such 
a delicate consistency was evidently 
this trickling gum that the winged in- 
sects have been imprisoned ‘vithout 
the slightest damage to their fragile 
forms. The finest specimen in the 
London collection contains a fly, very 
much like the species which today is 
common the.world over. It seems to 
be poised in mid-air, the wi out- 
stretched in the most natural fashion, 
with the light playing on their gauzy 
texture, and showing them in ever- 
changing hues. The legs are long, and 
the fine hairs covering them are 
plainly discernable; even fhe eyes are 
preserved. , 

There are some ten insects in another 
er of amber about an inch square, 
neluding a couple of spiders and an 
insect looking very much like a mos- 
uito. Another specimen contains five 
ies, and while it is evident, from the 
peaceful attitude of four of them, that 
the overwhelming process was tmme- 
diately effectual, one ap to have 
given a last kick, and that death 
struggie of an insect many thousands 
of years ago is plainly recorded today 
in the disturbed appearance of the fos- 
silized gum. 

Another small block holds a spider 
of quite ferocious aspect and his eager 
attitude would almost suggest that 
he was already on the track of a vic- 
tim when death overwhelmed him in- 
stead. Imprisoned in yet another piece 
is a spider which appears to have died 
while in the act of carrying to a safe 
place ite white sack of eggs. Feath- 
ers of birds, the wood of extinct trees, 
the hairs of mammalia, lizards, and 
scorpions are also found in amber: 
and so fine and thin must have been 
the gum in its original state that in 
flowing it took casts of most beautiful 
and microscopic forms, and of plants 
and leaves trees long since 
away. In cutting the amber contain- 
ing insects, the great object is to clear 
away the stone s0 as to leave the im- 
prisoned specimen as near the surface 
as possible. Much care and skill is 
required in the task, for if the cut 
is made too deep, and the air reaches 
the insect, it immediately disappears 
in minute particles of dust. 


RELATION BETWEEN LIQUOR 
LAWS AND DEATH RATES. 

Prohibitionists will rejoice to see the 
confirmation of the wisdom of their 
principles afforded in some figures which 
have been collected to show the effect 
of stringent liquor laws upon the death 
rate of Bweden and Norway. For the 
twenty years before 1894 the average 
death rate per 1000 persons living in 
Sweden was 17.5 per annum, and the 
rate for Norway was 16.9 per 1000 per 
annum. The consumption of alcoho! 
by the Swedes in those years amounted 
to the equivalent of 2.65 lish gallons 
of proof spirit per head per annum: 
thet of the Norwegians to about 1.75 
galions. In 1885 the temperance law 
was enacted in Sweden, and by 1860 it 
had come pretty fully into operation. 

The death rate decr gradually 
with the gradual decreage of the con- 
sumption of alcohol. Between 1851 and 
1860 the death rate of was

21.7 per 100 per annum, and for that | 
period the consumption of alcohol in 
Swéden per annum per head of the in- 


‘habitants was nearly three times as 


much as it is now. ‘The decrease in 
the death rate in the twenty years 
ending 1894, was 4.2 per 1000 per an- 
num. The reason the temperance law 
was enacted in Sweden was that intem- 
perance was sapping the health and 
strenght of the nation. Just before 
the law came into force 36 per cent. 
of the conscripts drawn for military 
service had to be rejected as physically 
unfit. By the time the law had been 
thirty years in operation the proportion 
rejected: had been reduced to 20 per 
cent. 


THE PREVALENCE OF UNCLEAN 
BARBERINGi 

A well-known physician says, in re- 
gard to the orders just issued to bar- 
bers by the sanitary authorities of 
Paris, “The French have just done 
more for civilization than Napoleon 
ever did.”” In future, the scissors, ra- 
zors, clippers, brushes and combs of 
the Paris barbers must be carefully 
cleansed and disinfected before usage, 
and the overator himself must wash 
his hands before passing from one cus- 
tomer to another. The question now 
arises, why should not some similar 
sanitary rules be enforced in this coun- 
try? Few people realize the danger of 
infection which they face in the bar- 
ber’s chair. There is no reason why a 
barber should take less care of his 
tools than a surgeon takes of his; but 
he always does. The comb and brush, 
for instance, are never quite so clean 
as they might be, and the barber will 
never take time to see that they are 
unless he is compelled by law to do so. 
Thousands of people owe the dropping 
out of their hair to dandruff or other 
scalp ailments caught from the brush 
and comb of the barber. 

Again, in the shaving of a man who 
has eruptions on his face, one of the 
sores may be broken, and the blood 


will adhere to the razor, and also tol]. 


the lather brush which goes over the 
man’s face a second time. The next 
person who sits in the chair has an ex- 
cellent chance to be inoculated should 
his skin also be broken by the barber. 
Sponges, too, and pieces of alum for 
styptic purposes are made to serve for 
one customer after another without 
any steps being taken to antisepticize 
them. In fact, the whole present sys- 
tem of barbering is practically unclean, 
and it is to be hoped that the example 
of Paris will soon be generally followed 
in America. 


MACHINE FOR SEALING ENVEL- 
OPES. 

A new envelope-sealing machine is 
being tried in a government office. The 
machine works something like a print- 
ing, press. The envelopes are fed into 
rollers, one of which is moistened from 
a small trough of water through which 
it revolves. A folder closes ‘the en- 
velope, which then passes through two 
other rollers, is pressed, and dropped 
into a receptacle. The machine is run 
either by electric motor or by pedal. It 
is claimed that it will seal 250 envelopes 
a minute when the operator becomes 
expert. In a recent test, a batch of 
27,000 circulars is said to have been 
easily sealed by one machine in some- 
thing over three hours. 

MONEY FROM SUNFLOWERS. 

A Long Island farmer, who had more 
land than he knew what to do with, 
has put forty acres into sunflower cul- 
tivation. A fine table oil, worth $1.25 
a gallon, is made from the sunflower 
seeds, which yield two and a half gal- 
lons of oil to tthe bushel. The esti- 
mated yield of one hundred bushels of 
seed to the acre should give a hand- 
some profit on the oil. The cake left 
after the oil has been pressed is one of 
the best forms of poultry food, and the 
sunfiower is to be run in conjunction 
with a poultry yard of about three 
thousand chickens. The sunflower 
stalks will be made into a fine fiber, 
for which there is a great demand in 
the manufacture of a certain drapery

A CURIOUS FEATURE OF ‘THE

If you take enough 
ple to fill a big hotel or tenement 
ouse, you can warm them with one 
furnace, that may be fed with a mix- 
ture of soft coal and anthracite 
screenings, while, on. the other hand, 
should every family have a detached 
home which has to be warmed in 
winter, a very large demand for an- 
thracite coal must continue. So 
firnfly does this conviction obtain 
with some of the larger coal firms that 
they are insisting on every one inter- 
ested in the increased use of anthra- 
cite, making it a point to support by 
every means in their power, the lay- 
ing down of trolley lines, which will 
enable the workingman to get out of 
~ confines of the city and to own a 
ome. 


PATENT LIFE-SAVING BELT. 


Among recent English patents is a 
belt for saving life, which consists of 
a band of canvas with cork layers at 
intervals. Attached to the belt are 
four floats, or bladders of rubber, with 
a protective covering. This is strap- 
ped around the body. under the arms, 
the bladders being inflated with air 
by the wearer by blowing through a 
tube which runs around the belt, and 
is fitted with a self-closing valve. The 
filling takes less than half a minute. 
Equipped with one of these belts, a 
man can walk into deep water with 
his clothes and shoes on, and be sup- 
ported with ease in a perpendicular 
without making any effort. 

e can, in fact. smoke a cigar while 
in the water. This life-preserver does 
not prevent its wearer from swim- 
ming, but if he is exhausted, it en- 
ables him to float in an erect position, 
it being impossible for his head to fall 
under the water. A passenger at sea 
who is nervous can wear the belt under 
his clothes without its being noticed 
by his fellow-travelers. 

THE DROSOPHORE. 


The question of imparting just the 
right degree of humidity to the at. 
mosphere of some classes of workshops 
where textile fabrics are manufac- 
tured has always been a pugzie. An- 
other industrial bugbear, which, in dry, 
cold weather, causes much annoyance 
in paper trades is static electricity, 
It is so active that it is not unusual for 
sheets of paper to adhere to each 
other in printing offices, binderies and 
similar places, so that they will tear 
in separating. Belts, too, on al! kinds 
of machinery generate, often, quite a 
charge of static electricity, and the 
sparking from them looked upon 
as a fire hazard by the insurance 
companies. 

To remedy this class of disturbances, 
an ingenious invention, known as the 
drosophere, is being used in France. 
The apparatus consists of two systems 
of pipes. The upper one, the inlet 
pipe, governed by a stop-cock, has 
two discharge pipes, in opposite di- 
rections, so placed that two fine 
streams of water are thrown up and 
down against each other, breaking the 
liquid into almost foggy spray. This 
is deflected upward and outward near 
the ceiling, whence it falls in almost 
imperceptible moisture, just sufficient 
for the purpose of dampening textile 
fabrics, or paper, and dissipating elec.

Sense as to Judges. 


[Bradstreet’s}] A decision of more 
than usual importance has been ren- 
dered by the Supreme Court of Wis- 
consin in a case involving the right of 
citizens to publish criticisms of the of- 
ficial action of judges. It appears that 
a lawyer of Eau Claire wrote a com- 
munication, which was pouses by 
the editor of a paper in the same city, 
charging that a judge who was a 
candidate for re#lection was extrav:- 
gant in the management of his court; 
was partial and unfair in his oficia! 
conduct, and was influenced by cor- 
rupt motives. The same criticism was 
also made in ar editorial article in the 
paper. The judge in question at first 
instituted contempt proceedingsarainst 
his critics and subsequently made an 
order adjudging them guilty of con- 
tempt for having filed affidavits al- 
leging the truth of the statements 
made by them. The Supreme Court 
held that this action was in excess of 
the court’s jurisdiction, and said that 
it must be a grievous and weighty 
necessity which would justify so ar- 
bitrary a proceeding, whereby a candi- 
date for office could become accuser, 
judge and jury, and within a few hours 
summarily punish his critics by impris- 
enment.

CASTLE CREEK HOT SPRINGS TO 
BE MADE A RESORT. 
Proposed Arizona and Pacific Rail- 


road Making Haste Slowly. 
The Surveying Resumed, 


DEATH OF DR. scoOTT HELM. 


NECESSITY FOR A MOVE-ON ORDI- 
NANCE IN PHOENIX. 


An Arizona Pooh Bah—Rich Output 
of Onyx Quarries—Oak Creek to 
be Restocked—Danger from 
Road Agents, 


» 


PHOENIX, Oct. 9.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The making of a health 
and fashion resort of the Castle Creek 
Hot Springs is progressing. The wagon 
grade Aut from Vulture siding to the 
springs has been completed, and is the 
best mountain road in the Territory. A 
stage line will be put on soon. Now 
comes the question of whether it shall 
first be pushed on the hotel or cottage 
plan. Later both will be built, but the 
question of which shall be built first 
will not be settled till October 15. Al- 
ready $50,000 has been spent there. An 
outlay of $250,000 is contemplated. 

A SLOWLY-ARRIVING RAILROAD. 

The toot of the whistle of the loco- 
motive on the proposed Arizona and 
Pacific cannot yet be heard very 
plainly in Phoenix, but by putting one’s 
ear to the ground, and straining the 
tympanum good and hard something 
may be heard akin to near railroads. 
In fact, work has been resumed on the 
survey of the line from Deming, N. M., 


via the Gila Valley and Globe to Phoe-' 


nix. The survey was suspended at 
Solomonville three weeks ago. Now it 
has been ordered resumed, and a dozen 
men are in the field. Their route will 
be down the Gila Valley, to Geronimo, 
San Carlos, Globe, Florence, Mesa and 
Phoenix. 


DEATH OF DR. SCOTT HELM. 


Dr. Scott Helm has been killed by a 
fall form a horse. From the moment 
the doctor examined him it was pat- 
ent that he was beyond any relief. Sur- 
gery could not replace the base of the 
brain, and while the pulse beat 
strongly an hour or two, and his 
breathing was regular, the wait was 
only the more painful for the inevitable 
death, whose coming in this case could 
be announced almost to the moment. 
The funeral, which takes place tomor- 
row afternoon at 3, will probably be 
the longest cortege seen in Phoenix in 
years. Dr. Helm was a member of the 
Masons, Woodmen, Foresters, Knights 
of Pythias, Redmen and Elks, besides 
being an honorary member of the fire 
department and National Guard, hold- 
ing the rank of colonel in the latter. 

PHOENIX BREVITIES. 

The 9,000,000 mark desired by the 
Board of Equalization was not quite 
reached in Maricopa county, although 
in was crowded pretty close. The total 
valuation was $8,798,942. The county 
rate is $2.25, or the lowest in the Terri- 
tory. The taxes to be collected are 
$198,818.70, of which $76,929.50 will go to 
the Territory. 

The city sidewalks are about to be 
withdrawn from the public for use as 
cuspidors. The ordinance bearing on 
that question will henceforth be en- 
forced. The sum total of $1 in fines 
has been collected by the city during 
the life of the ordinance. In that term 
it is a low estimate to say that the or- 
dinance has been violated 1,000,000 
times. 

Another need in the way of sidewalk, 
requirements in Phoenix is a ‘“‘move- 
on” ordinance. Some hundreds of per- 
sons of the male persuasion here are 
under a misapprehension as to the 
functions of a sidewalk. A sidewalk, 
they firmly believe, is for the accommo- 
dation of idlers, that they may stand 
thereon. As for pedestrians, they do 
not signify. They can go into the 


street, for it is plain that they need step 


only every block or so into the mud, 
while the idlers, 1f they could not have 
the sidewalk, must perforce stand in 
the roadway perpetually. Phoenix 
badly needs a move-on requirement, 
part'cularly on Washington street, be- 
tween Center and First streets. 
Riggen, the slayer of dogs, whose 
specialty was shooting fine animals in 
such a manner as to attract admiration 
of his workmanship from ladies and 
children, was fined the costs of his suit 
before ‘a~Térritorial court. Of vastly 
more importance, however, was the de- 


_cision, which held that the shooting in 


the limits was illegal. This was a 
pretty hard blow to the City Council 
as they would seem to much prefer that 
dogs be shot down to impounding and 
killing them by humane and decent 
methods. 

The leasing of valley school lands 
added $1500 to the Territorial treasury. 

The larging of the Arizona Canal 
is a big task, and goes forward slowly. 
It took 150 men and corresponding 
teams ten days to clean out two miles 
of the canal, a good deal of biasting 
being necessary. Water has been 
turned in for a couple of days, to en- 
poe 4 stockmen to fill their watering 
tanks. 

The new Union High Schoo! will pre- 
sent a highly creditable appearance 
when completed, although that will be 
six weeks hence, owing to delay in the 


arrival of material. Meanwhile school | 
goes on vefy comfortably at the college 
building on Center street. 

A special city election will be held 
the 6th of November to elect an alder- 
man for the Third Ward, to succeed 
Councilman Loeckler, deceased. 

The examinations by. the new Board. 


| of Medical Examiners are rigid enough 


to keep out quacks, and perhaps some 
pretty fair sort:of M. D.’s who are not 
quacks. Five applicants recently un- 
dertook the ordeal, four failing. The

In addition to a dozen or so of busi- 
ness blocks, forty residences are in the 
course of erection in Phoenix.

PRESCOTT. 


PRESCOTT, Oct. 9.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] H. H. Cartter has discov- 
ered that there was one office that he 
had not held in the public service in 
the course of his public career—that 
of Supervisor. When the late vacancy 
arose, therefore, Mr. Cartter arose too, 
and brought down the plum. Follow- 
ing is a partial list of the offices he has 
already held: Clerk of the Board, 
Deputy Treasurer, Clerk of the Court, 
County Recorder, Deputy Recorder, 
Probate Judge, Under Sheriff, Asst.- 
Dist. Attorney, School Trustee, Jus- 
tice of the Peace and Coroner and Pub- 
lic Administrator. - 

A festival of carnage is being plotted 
by a bloodthirsty dozen or so of Pres- 
cott young men. They call themselves 
a football team, and propose to slay 
a few members of the Phoenix In- 
dian school team. Guns and knives 
will be barred.

alousy slashed his brand-new wife 
with his stiletto across the throat, 
and on the arm. He dragged her 
around, clubbed her with bottles, and 
kicked her. The woman is reputed to 
be worthy and industrious, and she 
is generally tcommiserated. Rossi is 
in jail. 

The onyx quarries at Big Bug are 
not awaiting the arrival of the new 
railroad to send out some big blocks 
of their valuable rock.

FLAGSTAFF,

If care is not taken 
the pot hunters will take the new fish 
from the barrels before they are put 
into the stream. 

Apropos of vandalism, the collection 
obtained recently by .the looting of 
one of the cliff houses is being put 
to good use. It has been sorted, cata- 
logued and mounted at the High School 
here, and will be made the nucleus 
for a collection at the school to be de- 
voted to purposes of instruction and 
science. 

Public opinion here is in a state of 
suspense, in the matter of the death 
of a Mexican named Frigillo. He was 
shot by a Mexican boy 17 years old, 
named Hortegon, at the request of 
his mother. The fact that the woman 
said the deceased was annoying her, 
to put it mildly, and the further fact 
that the shooting was in the back, 
make any kind of a judgment on the 
matter 


ARIZONA-AT-LARGE, 

The bondsmen of Surveyor Sam_ Lo- 
gan did not take into consideration the 
possibility of his dying, and particu- 
larly the mysterious and undiscoverable 
death he met, or is supposed to have 
met. In consequence the survey of 
the Deer Creek coal fields for the gov- 
ernment, with a view to throwing 
them open to location, is behind time 
several months. The bondsmen have 
now secured the consent of the Sur- 
veyor-General to provide a substitute, 
and with some more red tape from 
Washington over, Surveyor Contzen 
will take the field. 

The proposed railroad from the Santa 
Fé Pacific to the Grand Cafion is now 
certain of completion. Williams and 
Flagstaff are both bidding for the con- 
necting point, with the result very 
much in doubt. The capitalists are 
now on the ground, piloted by the 
ubiquitous Buckey O’Neill, who is 
fathering the project. The declaration 
is made that within a week the sur- 
veying and grading forces will be at 
work. Buckey'’s Populist theories do 
not run away with his practice. He 
could have waited till doomsday get- 
ting the government to build his rail- 
road for him, but instead he got some 
old-fashioned capitalist to do it. 

The Southern Pacific Company has 
special armed guards on its passenger 
trains now for fear of a hold-up. ne 
evening last week armed men rode into 
Bowie Station just before the ar- 
rival of the westbound train. Their 
actions led to the suspicion that a 
train robbery was contemplated. The 
robbers were foiled in their scheme by 
the prompt action of Engineer Wood 
Walker and Postal Clerk C. H. Wild, 
who frightened them off with guns. 

A reclamation project is under way 
by 8.

THE OPENING DAY. 

The weather bureau says that indica- 
tions for fair.weather today are good, 
although there may be light showers. 

The heavy rain during the earlier 
hours of last night changed the whole 
complexion of the racing to go at the 
opening of the annual fair this after- 
noon. Horses that were considered to 
be entirely out of this race or that one, 
owing to speedy company, will this 
morning be looked upon as having more 
than a chance to win. 

There are comparatively few mud- 
larks among either trotting, pacing or 
running horses. Most of the high-bred 
animals want a dry track, and it is 
only once in a while that the horses 
who go best on a soft or even slushy 
track get a chance to run under their 
favorite conditions. The rain last 
night, while it will not make the track 
at Agricultural Park muddy, unless fol- 
lowed by constant showers today, will 
certainly soften it up and make it 
heavier going for some of the sprinters 
than was calculated on. This means 
slower time in the 2:12 trot and run- 
ning races, perhaps, but it also means 
@ much more interesting race in at 
least one if not all the events, since, as 
stated, the heavy going will open up 
chances for all the horses, where be- 
fore it looked as if a speedy few had 
everything their own way. 

But, rain or shine, the man- 
agers say, the races will go, 
and no such races as they will be have 
ever been seen in Southern California, 
even if the horses are started in a 
downpour. 

The full opening-day programme will 
be given, and should the sun come out 
and stay out, full and warm. all the 
forenoon today, the rain of last night 
will prove a benefit rather than a detri- 
ment to the sport. The track is in 
such condition that one or two heavy 
rains cannot effect it materially, and 
will, in fact, help it with continued fair 
weather, and it will get faster and 
better as the meeting proceeds. 

AN EARLY START. 

Patrons of the track this year should 
bear in mind that the racing will. start 
each day at 1 o’clock sharp. The pro- 
grammes for each day of the meet are 
unusually long,:and in order to pull off 
every event, an early start is a neces- 
sity. Everything has been done to

A few feet on the inside of the track 
was harrowed up for the runners yes- 
terday, and this will make the trotters 
and pacers go a long: mile, but 2:10 
will probably be beaten during the day, 

The 2:12 pace will be the first race 
called today, and will have but. three 
starters. Anaconda, who defeated Joe 
Wheeler at the breeders’ meeting at 
Oakland, is considered the best of the 
trio, but he will have to reduce his 
record of 2:114% to beat Our Boy, who 
was very close up when defeated by 
Wing, the professional bicycle rider, in 
2:08 at San José Jast week. 

The principal running race on the 
programme is the Citrus Belt Handi- 
cap, guaranteed value $1000, and not 
less than eight of the ten who have 
accepted the weights will line up at 
the barrier this afternoon. 

This will be a great race, greater 
than it would have been without the 
rain, since it gives every horse en- 
tered a show for the money.

Bean threshing was retarded, and 
walnuts dropped freely, the hulls had a 
tendency to stick to the shells, causing 
difficult hulling. A heavy crop of Sal- 
way peaches is being cured, but warm 
clear weather is needed to facilitate the 
process.

pasture. Plowing for grain has begun. 
The sugar-beet crop is large, and work 
is progressing favorable.

AN “ELEVENTH-HOUR SURPRIS 


Ex-Gov. Markham and Mose Gunst, 
A Prediction. | 


{Hatton in Oakland Tribune:] An 
eleventh-hour surprise may be the can- 
didacy of Markham. Ever since his re- 
tirement from Sacramento, the ex-Gov- 
ernor has been living very quietly in 
his home at Pasadena, where he is sur- 
rounded with all the luxuries of an 
abundant income. Markham is a com- 
paratively rich man, for he owns con-: 
siderable mining property, and his in- 
vestments in that direction have been 
in the main very successful. 

When he left the Governor’s chair he 
did so under what some thought was 
a political cloud. Dan Burns, it will 
be remembered, had resigned his Po- 
lice Commissionership, and Markham 
appointed Gunst in his place. Up went 
a howl from the purists. They said 
that it was an outrage—that Gunst 
was in every way unfitted for the 
place, and they held him up to re- 
proach, and condemned Markham with 
bitter invectives. 

I remember that I was In the Golden 
Eagle Hotel one evening just as the 
storm of fury was at its height, and 
when the Governor came out of the 
dining-room and sat down on the 
lobby I had a little chat with him re- 
garding the mater. ‘“‘Mark what I say, 
these very people, who are now loud- 
est in condemning Gunst will in a year 
from now be singing his praises,” he 
said. “Gunst is just the man for the 
place, and in appointing him to it, I 
feel confident that I am giving to San 
Francisco one of the best Police Com- 
missioners she ever had.” | 

Every word of that prophesy has 
been realizéd over and over again. 
From the very outset Gunst proved, as 
Markham said he would, that he not 
only had every ability for the place, 
but that he was particularly adapted 
to it by reason of his business asso~- 
ciations and training. The present 
high standard of the San Francisco po- 
lice force is to a great extent due to 
Gunst's personal efforts, and Mark- 
ham’s action in appointing him has 
long ago been more than vindicated.

A NEW STYLE OF PRISON. 

‘At a meeting of the New York Peno- 
logical Society, held last week, a new 
style of prison was discussed, 
thus described: 

“The four walls and roof which con- 
tain it may be built of almost any 
material, as the central revolving 
cylinder of cells renders it impossible’ 
for a prisoner to escape. This cylin- 
fer is made of the best iron obtain- 
able, the whole mounted on ball bear- 
. It may be revolved at the will 
pf the official in charge. A water or 
tlectric motor is generally used, al- 
though the bearings are so well ad- 
justed that it is easy to move it by 
means of a hand crank and rack. 
Each cell is shaped like a hollow 
wedge, the smaller end touching the 
tylinder’s core, while the outside shell 
forms the big end. These cells are of 
thilled boiler iron, so hard that the 
keenest file or finest-tempered chisel 
would hardly make an impression on 
it... There are no doors, though each 
tell has an opening for going in and 
put. This, however, cannot be used 
except when exactly opposite a cor- 
tesponding opening in the entrance. 
No two cells on the same tier may be 
ppened at the same time. Outside the 
tylinder of cells, but disconnected

| will no doubt fill a long-felt want, but 
it will not be sufficient, in itself, to 
prevent the escape of criminals. Where 
one malefactor escapes from prison, 
hundreds escape just punishment 
through the “meshes of the law.” An 
improvement which is particularly 
needed, at the present time, is one 
which will make these meshes so fine 
and closely woven that no guilty man 
can escape through them. 

Improved prisons are all right 
enough in their way, but so long as 
the majority of criminals escape jus- 
tice before they reach the peniten- 
tiaries, there will be a crying need for 
improvement in other directions, 
where it will do the most good. 


TO EXTEND OUR FOREIGN TRADE. 

The National Association of Manu- 
facturers, among other plans for the 
extension of American trade in for- 
eign markets, proposes to establish 
a system of sample warehouses in the 
leading markets. of the world. In 
connection with these warehouses it 
is proposed to introduce certain feat- 
ures of a distinctly educational char- 
acter, designed to afford to young 
Americans the needed facilities for the 
practical study of ‘foreign markets 
and trade. The first warehouse in the 
system is soon to be established in 
Caracas, Venezuela, and it is proposed 
to make its course of instruction a 
“post-graduate commercial course,” so 
to speak, by means of which young 
Americans will be enabled to gain a 
thorough knowledge of the Latin- 
American market with as little loss of 
time as possible. Among the facilities 
to be afforded are the following: 


(1.) Study of the Spanish language 
by the aid of competent teachers, in- 
cluding such work as the translation of 
catalogues, circulars. letters, etc. 

(2.) Practical correspondence in 
Spanish and English, banking, collec- 
tions, etc. 

(3.) Practical study of commercial 
laws, including tariff, custom, patent 
and trade-mark regulations, etc. 

(4.) Thorough study of freight and 
transportation routes, rates and every- 
thing pertaining to the shipment of 


ods. ‘ 

(5.) Practical office work. 

(6.) A thorough study of some per- 
ticular branch of the various lines rep- 
resented by exhibits, as nearly as pos- 
sible in harmony with the personal 
preferences and previous training of 
the applicant, by giving him charge as 
general representative of such depart- 
ment after he has acquired the needed 
training for such work. 


An applicant desiring to enter the 
hardware department, for. example, 
will be required to gather, with the 
aid of the general management, all 
possible information relating to that 
branch of trade; that is, general in- 
formation regarding the lines of hard- 
ware sold in Venezuela, selling prices 
and cost of various articles, where they 
are purchased, their quality as com- 
pared to American goods, the import 
duties in Venezuela, freight rates, how 
goods should be packed, annual im- 
portations and possible extent of trade, 
names of leading merchants, etc., etc. 
_ This work will familiarize the appli- 
cant with the business customs of the 
country, and will result in the gather- 
ing of information which will be an 
invaluable aid in exending American 
trade. It will also give to the student, 
if the work be faithfully performed, a 
good, all-around business experience, 
which will be of inestimable value to 
him in the practical affairs of trade. 

If we are to gain a footing in the 
South und Central American markets, 
we must adopt practical, common- 
sense methods to attain that end. 
One of the most serious obstacles 
which we have encountered in this 
direction, in the past, is the lack of 
experienced men, with a knowledge of 
the needs of those markets. The su- 
premacy of English and German manu- 
facurers and traders in the Spanish- 
American markets is due in large part 
to the fact that they have made a 
thorough study of trade conditions 
and needs in those markets, and have 
adapted their, methods and their mer- 
chandise to those conditions The Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers 
hopes: to accomplish similar results 
through the establishment of its ware- 
house sytsem, and the plan, upon its 
face, appears feasible.

The absence of make-up in this opera 
is so marked as to deserve the atten- 
tion of the management. Sam and 
Tom are supposed, according to the 
argument, to be negroes, but they ap- 
pear without the slightest dash of 
burnt cork, and in the elaborate cos- 
tume of courtiers, which, of course, is 
all wrong. The same criticism may be 
made as to the witch, as alluded to 
above. An improvement might be 
made also by removing the prompter’ 
from the wings to a prompt box. The 
music of this opera is elaborately bril- 
liant, and trying upon singers, and 
while it has the harmonic quality of 
all the great Italian composer’s com- 
positions, there is little in it to make 
it a “popular” opera. Its story is very 
indifferently told in the programme in 
these words:

Several years ago she ran away with 
and married against the” wishes of her 
parents, Matt Mitvowich, one of her 
father’s gardeners. They went to 
Stockton, where the father found them. 
He took the blow as philosophically as 
possible, and set his son-in-law up in 
business. Two weeks later he heard 
that: his daughter had left her hus- 
band. It became known afterward 
from the letter sent by Nellie to her 
mother that she had gone to Chicago, 
where she got employment in a cloak- 
house. This she left some time after- 
ward because of the insult offered by 
her employer. 

Nellie then became an artist’s model, 
and ag such was in great demand be- 
cause of her beauty She posed for one 
artist, the acceptance of whose me- 
dallion over that of other artists un- 
doubtedly superior caused a_ great 
deal of trouble in the World’s Fair 
board. It was while posing for artists, 
the girl maintained, that she was 
ruined. She then changed her name 
to Nellie Norman Boyle, the great 
sculptor, whose works of art on the 
Transportation Building, at the World's 
Fair are well«remembered, had been 
searching in vain for a suitable model 
for one of the figures in the group 
“Navigation.” Finally he selected Nel- 
lie Norman, who became famous as his 
model. Bohemian life, however, was too 
much for her, and in six months the 
form over which artists raved was gone 
and her beauty faded, and then but. 
one course was left open. She fol- 
lowed it. 

Some time after the World’s Fair 
closed, Nellie Norman came here and 
applied for aid at the Hepzibiah Home, 
where she was received on the promise 
to reform. She became ill and was 
taken to the City Hospital, where she 
wrote to her father in California for 
help. The reply received said her 
mother was dead, and pecause of the 
life she was living her father could 
not have his daughter return. Nellie 
drifted again into a fast life, and, be- 
coming sick and discouraged, finally de- 
cided to end the struggle by death. 


CONSELHEIRO’S CORPSE. 


Found insa Canudos Street Sur- 
rounded by a Hundred Dead. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Oct. 13.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Buenos Ayres says: 
“Advices from the Herald’s corre- 


spondent in Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, say 


that details of the last big battle at 
Canudos have reached that city. There 
is no longer any douot of the death 
of Antonio Conselheiro, the fanatic 
leader. He was killed early in. the 
battle, but the fact of his death did 
not become generally known until after 
the fighting had been going on for sev- 
eral hours. When they learned of it, 
the fanatics, who, up to that time, had 
been fighting savagely, lost heart and 
were killed by the hundreds. 

“Conselheiro’s body was found in one 
of the streets of Canudos. Around him 
were the bodies of about one hundred 
of his personal guard, who had died in 
a last desperate fight to save their 
chief. The bodies were fearfully mu- 
tilated. Beside the body of Consel- 
heiro lay an imperial flag, a red cross 
on a white background. 

‘The capture of the city was accom- 
plished by the government troops with 
the aid of the torch and dynamite. 
When the fanatics saw certain defeat, 
they applied the torch to many of the 
houses, and scores of them rushed in 
and were burned to death, preferring 
that to surrender. The government 
troops burned the remaining houses. 
«Three thousand of the rebels who 
escaped the awful slaughter at Canu- 
dos have been taken prisoners, and 
now the rebellion may be said to be 
over.” 


BARTLEY’S BONDS.

KILLED BY A LIVE WIRE. 


Horse Attached to a Garbage Wagon 
Fatally Shocked. 

A support wire on the Pasadena elec- 
tric road broke last night at the cor- 
ner of Avenue Thirty-nine. In falling 
it.crossed the trolley wire. The result 
was a dead horse and a badly-scared 
though uninjured driver. 

The wire broke about 10:30 o'clock. 
Shortly afterward a garbage wagon 
came along.

Both animals dropped as if 
shot. One of the animals began to 
burn. The driver, uninjured, jumped 
from his seat and, leaving the horses 
for dead, started back to town, badly 
scared at his narrow escape.

The 
other was dead, and had been badly 
burned about the head, as was evi- 
denced by the nauseating odor of 
burned flesh which permeated the at- 
mosphere.

A Delinquent Callman is Admon- 
ished, but Allowed to Retain 
His Position. 


FIXING CITY WATER RATES. 


DECISION OF THE SUPREME COURT 


IN THE MATTER. 


The Famous San Diego Case Re- 
versed and a New Trial Ordered 
Upon an Appeal by the 
Manicipality. 


The City Hall was quiescent yester- 
day. The Fire Commissioners held 
their regular meeting in the morning, 
but they transacted little business of 


public interest. After the conclusion of } 


the meeting, they went in a body to 
visit the quarters of Engine Company 
No. 3 on North Main street. The 


_ commissioners expressed themseives as 


much pleased with the arrangements 
and especially with the swinging stalls, 
arranged by the assistant fire chief, 
Ed Smith. 

The State Supreme Court, now in ses- 
sion in this city; has filed its ‘decision 
in the case of the the San Diego Wa- 
ter Company vs. the City of San Diego, 
in which the power of the City Coun- 
cil to fix water rates is involved. The 
case had been decided in favor of the 
water company in the Superior Court, 
but the Supreme Court now orders the 
judgment reversed, and that a new trial 
be had. 

In accordance with the instructions 
of Judge Smith, the jury in the Fos- 
ter rape case acquitted the defendant. 
The court held that the defendant had 
not been sufficiently identified. 

Judge Shaw brought the Phelan in- 
solvency matter to an end yesterday 
by approving a compromise agreement 
arrived at between the creditors and 
the Southern California Power Com- 
pany, which had sub-let to Phelan a 
contract to construct a canal near the 
Santa Ana Cafion, in San Bernardino 
county.

GIVEN ANOTHER TRIAL. 


FIRE BOARD ADMONISHES A DE- 
LINQUENT CALLMAN. 


The Quarters of Engine Company 
No. 3 Inspected by the Commis- 
sioners—Ingenious Devices Em- 
ployed—Swinging Stalls Used to 
Economize Space. 


The weekly meeting of the Fire Com- 
missioners yesterday morning proved 
very uneventful. The chief topics con- 
sidered were the cases of delinquent 
callmen. J. S. Sloan was the first who 
was afforded an opportunity to explain 
his shortcomings. At the previous 
meeting of the board charges of neg- 
lect of duty were preferred against 
Sloan, and pending investigation. he 
was suspended. Sloan is a callman of 
engine company No. 4, and it was 
charged that he had failed four times 
to respond to alarms of fire. 

Sloan explained to the commission- 
ers that on two of these occasions he 
had failed to hear the bell. He ac- 
knowledged that in another instance 
he failed to respond to an alarm. At 
still another time he turned out when 
the alarm sounded, but arrived too late 
to answer to the roll call. As he had 
been in the employ of the fire depart- 
ment for five years, and hitherto with- 
out attracting censure, he asked the 
leniency of. the board. | 

His plea was effective, for, on motion 
of Mr. Kuhrts the charge against 
Sloan was dismissed, but he was ad- 
monished that if three more failures to 
respond to alarms in a single month 
should be reported, he would be dis- 
charged. . 

A letter was read from John Noonan, 
the fireman who was dropped from the 
roll last week on account of insubordi- 
nation and neglect of duty. Noonan 
had become penitent and expressed 
contrition for his shortcomings. He 
said that his summary discharge was 
likely to prove a serious obstacle in his 
efforts to obtain other employment, and 
he therefore asked the board to recon- 
sider its action and allow him to re- 
sign. This request was granted by the 
com missioners. 

The Chief was instructed to include 
hereafter in his weekly reports infor- 
mation as to the location of all fires, 
the amount of the loss and other par- 
ticu’ars.. 

Applications from M. 8. Kornbluh, 
to operate a steam boiler at No. 
East Washington street, and from Prof, 
E. T. Pierce of the Normal School, for 
permission to erect a brick furnace on 
the Normal Schoo! grounds for burning 
refuse, were referred to the Chief. 

INGENIOUS DEVICES. 

At the conclusion of the meeting the 
commissioners repaired in a body to in- 
Bpect the quarters of the recently-con- 
solidated engine company, No. 3, on 
North Main street. 

The engine-house contains four pieces 
of apparatus, an engine, a chemical, a 
truck and a hose cart. As the floor 
area‘is not large, it Was a serious prob- 
lem how to find room for all the ap- 
paratus. Thedifficulty was solved by 
Smith, the Chief's assistant, who de- 
vised an ingenious method of econo- 
mizing space. Swinging stalls were put 
in for the horses, and they were so con- 
structed as to swing completely out of 
the way of the apparatus. The instant 
that the collar is snapped about a 
horse's neck, an automatic arrange- 
ment of weights and pulleys lifts the 
side of the stall, which the horse has 
just left, about a foot from the floor, 
and then swings it against the wali. 
Everything is arranged to insure pre- 
cision of movement, and the automatic 
contrivances are very ingenious. Fif- 
teen seconds after an alarm comes in 
the horses are hitched, the men are in 
their places, the stalls are swung back 
out of the way, and everything is in 
readiness for the run to the fire. 

The Commissioners were greatly in- 
terested in the arrangements, and ex- 


‘pressed their approval of them. 


BAKER HAMILTON. 
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BARBERS’ ITCH: 

Is Reform Needed in Our Barber 
Shops? 

A Los Angeles physician writes The 
Times that many of our barbers are 
very careless in regard to cleanliness, 
and that this neglect leads to barbers’ 
itch (a species of ringworm,) * and 
other vile diseases. 

Goggles are placed over the eyes that 
have been used, without washing, over 
scores of eyes; brushes are used in 
the hair that have been used on others 
without washing, and the barbers are 
not particular about washing the 
hands after working over the face and 
scalp. 

In Paris barbers are now required to 
use aseptic tools, sterilized towels, me- 
tallic combs, and, above all, their hands 


| are to be kept scrupulously clean by 


being washed for every sitter. 

The barbers of Los Angeles might 
lead America by appointing a commit- 
tee to consult with two or three of 
our leading physicians, and then pre- 
paring. some simple rules that will 
thoroughly protect their patrons from 
disease and thus make the tonsorial 
chair a place of innocuous delight.

SAN DIEGU WATER SUIT. 


SUPREME COURT DECISION IN AN 
IMPORTANT CASE... 


Has Direct Bearing Upon Water 
Contracts in Every City in the 


Fixing of Rates. 


What is considered *the most impor- 
tant decision handed down by the 
State Supreme Court at its present 
session was filed yesterday in the suit 
brought by the San Diego Water Com- 
pany against the city of San Diego. 
The case was decided fn favor of the 
plaintiff, in the Superior Court, and 
an appeal was taken by the city. The 
Supreme Court reverses the judgmont 
and orders a new trial, Chief Justice 
Beatty dissenting. 

The decision is important from the 
fact that it has a bearing upon con- 
tracts between water companies and 
municipal corporations throughout the 
State. 

In 1890 the Common Coun:il of San 
Diego fixed the rates for water to ve 
supplied by the ban Diego Water Com- 
pany for the following year. The com- 
pany was dissatisfied with the rate es- 
tablished, contending that* the rate 
would not net it sufficient revenue to 
‘meet the interest on bonds, pay ex- 
penses and leave a fair profit. The. 
company further complained that the 
Council fixed the rates at a “‘star-cham- 
ber’ session, and had not informed its 
efficers of the action being contem- 
plated at that particular time, and 
that, therefore, there was no opportu- 
nity offered to object to the schedule 
prior to its final adoption. 

The water company brought suit in 
the Superior Court to have the ordi- 
nance declared invalid, setting forth 
in its complaint that to supply water 
at the rates fixed, would make it im- 
possible to pay interest on the bonds, 


and other expenses, and a fore- 
closure must ensue. The court 
sustained the action. The _ city 


contended that it had fixed the rates, 
based upon valuations, expenses, etc., 
in which the company could meet all 
its obligations and realize a fair profit 
upon its investment. 

In dissenting from the decision 
handed down by the other members 
of the Supreme Court Chief Justice 
Beatty pract&ally sustains the lower 
court upon every important point, hold- 
ing that to force the water company 
| to supply water at rates lower than it 
could honestly afford was equivalent to 
actual confiscation. 

The decision of the court is as fol- 
lows, except as to minor details, 
which have been eliminated: 

“The plaintiff is a corporation en- 
gaged in supplying water to the city of 
San Diego and its inhabtants. In Feb- 
ruary, 1890, the Common Council of the 
city passed an ordinance fixing the 
water rates for the year beginning 
July 1, 1890. In May, 1890, the plaintiff 
brought this action against the city, 
the Common Council, the Mayor, and 
the individual members ‘of the Council 
to annul this ordinance, and enjoin its 
enforcement. The complaint alleged in 
substanee that the entire revenue 
which the plaintiff could receive during 
the year in question, under the rates 
so fixed, would be insufficient to pay its 
operating expenses and fixed charges 
for that year, and would therefore, 
afford no reward whatever to plain- 
tiff for furnishing the water, and that 
the ordinance would deprive plaintiff 
of its property without due process of 
law, and without compensation. It was 
also alleged that by reason of certain 
fraudulent practices of a fair oppor- 
tunity to be heard before the Council, 
and prevented from properly present- 
ing its side of the case. The action was 
tried after the expiration of the year 
in question, and a judgment was en- 
tered declaring that ordinance to be 
void, and setting the same aside. From 
this judgment, and from the order 
denying their motion for a new trial, 
the defendants appeal. 

“The findings of the court were in 
substance: That the property and 


ply water to the city and its inhabi- 
tants actually cost $750,000; that the 
reasonable and necessary operating ex- 
penses of plaintiff for the ‘year in 
question, and actually expended by it 
for that purpose, amounted to $40,000; 
that plaintiff was indebted upon its 
bonds for money borrowed, amounting 
to the sum of $1,000,000 bearing interest 
at the rate of 5 percent. per annum: 
of which $750,000 had been necersarily 
and properly expended for the con- 
struction of the plant; that the total 
receipts of plaintiff for the year in 
question derived from the rates fixed 
by said ordinance, could not be and 
were not greater than $65,788.65; that 
the annual depreciation of the plant on 
account of natural -decay and use 
amounted to 31-3 per cent. of its value: 
that no dividends for the stockholders 
of plaintiff had been or could be 
earned from the rates fixed by gaaid 
ordinance for said year; and that the 
a ser so fixed were not just or reason- 
able.” 

The opinion touches only upon the 
main points involved: | 

“First—It is contended by defendants 
that under article 14 of the Constitu- 
tion of this State, a court has no power, 
in the absence of fraud, to hold such 
an ordinance invalid merely because 
the court finds the rates fixed thereby 
to be unjust and unreasonable. We 
shall not attempt. in this opinion, to 
review the many cases on this subject. 
The Supreme Court of the United 
States has repeatedly decided that the 
power of the State to fix and regulate 
the rates of compensation to be 
charged by persons and corporations 
in charge of certain public utilities, is 
#0 limited by the Constitution of the 
United States that it cannot be exer- 
cised to such an extent as to require 
any such person or corporation to fur- 
nish its property or services without 
reward; and that, ff the rates are 
fixed by legislative power, or other- 
wise than by appropriate judicial pro- 
ceedings it is within the province of 


j the courts to review such action, to 


the extent’ at least of ascertaini 
whether the rates so fixed will furn 
some reward for the property used and 
services furnished. To fix rates that 
will allow no such reward, is to take 


property for public use without just 
compensation. To this extent at least, 


‘State—“Watered”™ Stock “and 


plant of the plaintiff necessary to sup- 


| then, the court was entitled to go in 


this case. 
“But appellants contend that in any 
event the court could do no more in 
reviewing the action of the Common 
Council than to say whether there was 
or was not evidence produced .before 
that body sufficient to sustain its con- 
clusions, and that the court was not 
at liberty td determine the question 
upon other and perhaps new evidence 
not produced before the Council, nor 
to substitute its judgment as to the 
reasonableness of the rates for the 
judgment of that body. In this con- 
tention we think that counsel entirely 
misconceived the. nature of the func- 
tions respectively exercised under our 
constitution by the rate-fixing body, 
and by the courts. Whether the fixing 
of rates by the Council be called a 
legislative, a judicial, or an administra- 
tive act, it is certainly not an adver- 
sary judicial proceeding, such as under 
the constitution will conclude private 
right. It, is a proceeding on the part 
of the government, to which neither 
the water company nor the rate-pay- 
erg are parties, conducted without no- 
tice to them, and, without any right 
on their part to effectually intervene. 
Such a proceeding cannot operate to 
divest private rights, and, though the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
hoids it to be a legitimate exercise of 
governmental powers, that court also 
holds that when it is carried so far 
as to deprive any one of his property 
without just compensation, it is an un- 
lawful exercise of such power, and 
simply void. The function of the court 
is merely to ascertain whether the 
power has been carried beyond the 
constitutional limit so fixed, and, if 
such be found to be the case, to de- 
clare the acts of the Council void. They 
do not sit as appellate tribunals to 
review the correctness of the Coun- 
‘cilfs determination, nor they 
anything about the evidence on which 
that body has acted. All that they 
have to consider is whether in a given 
case the result of the Council’s action 
will be to take the property of the 
complaining party without just com- 
pensation. That is a mixed question of 
fact and law, to be decided by the 
court upon the evidence produced be- 
fore it. 
“Second—On the other hand, _ the 
plaintiff contends that section 1 of Art. 
14 of the constitution or this State is 
opposed to the Constitution of the 
United States in that it operates to 
deprive the water company of its prop- 
erty without due process of law. It is 
argued that no provision for the fix- 
ing of water rates by the tribuna! 
thereby created can be valid without 
notice to those whose rights are to be 
affected, and an opportunity to them 
to avpear and defend, the right to 
which must be given by the Consti- 
tution itself. That no such notice or 
hearing is provided for, must be ad- 
mitted; but the consequence contended 
for does not follow. St 
“In the first place, there is nothing 
in the pleadings or evidence in th’'s 
case to show that anv water rights 
or property of plaintiff, used in fur- 
nishing the water in question, were ac- 
quired before the adoption of the 
presenf constitution. We are enabled 
to perceive why the people of this 
State, in adopting that Constitution. 
had not the right to declare that all 
water not then reduced to private 
ownership should thereafter remain 
public, and that thereafter every per- 
son undertaking the business of sup- 
plying cities or towns, or their _§in- 
habitants, with water should do so 
upon the condition that the rates to 
he charged therefore should be conclu- 
sively fixed by the State. Such a busi- 
ness is so far public in its very na- 
ture that the State might lawfully for- 
bid its exercise by any private indi- 
vidual and, a fortiori, might impose 
such conditions and restrictions upon 
its exercise as might be thought 
proper. If, then. that section of the 
constitution should be construed as 
rendering the decision of the council 
absolutely final and conclusive, plaint- 
iff at least could not be heard to com- 
plain. If it chose, with that section 
in force. to enter upon that business, 
it was bound to submit to the condi- 
tions thereby imposea. The meaning 
of the section is, we think. that the 
governing body of the. municipality, 
upon a fair investigation and with the 
exercise of judgment and discretion, 
shall fix reasonable rates and allow 
just compensation. If they attempt to 
act arbitrarily, without investigation, 
or without the exercise of judgment 
and discretion, or, if they fix rates so 
palpably unreasonable and unjust as 
to amount to arbitrary action, they 
violate their duty, and go beyond the 
powers conferred ‘unon them. 
then, to the 
stion whether the findings support 
the judgment. They show that the to- 
tal receipts of the plaintiff from the 
rates fixed by the Council would be 
and were insufficient to pay plaintiff's 
actual and necessary operating ex- 
penses—indeed, would fall short more 
than $11,000. No circumstances _re- 
quiring such a loss were found, and 
the findings that these actual charges 
were necessarily and properly incurred 
negative the existe of any such 
circumstances. 

“It is apparent that the water com- 
pany does not own the water which 
it collects and supplies, or the plant 
which it uses to collect and distribute 
that water, in the same sense in which 
a man is said to own his house or his 
farm. By the very nature of the use to 
which it is applied, the company has 
devoted that property to a public use. 
Having once undertaken to perform 
that public duty, it must continue to 
perform it and must carry on its busi- 
ness under the lawful regulations of 
the government. In effect, the State 
may be said to have appropriated the 
water and the plant to public use. 
For that appropriation it is bound to 
make just compensation, and it has 
provided for such compensation by re- 
quirigg the municipal authorities to 
fix just and reasonable rates at which 
the water is to be’furniahed to and re- 
ceived by the consumers. Since the 
State has ‘taken’ the use of this prop- 
erty, it is bound to provide a just com- 
pensation for that use. The question 
as to what is just compensation in such 
a case, is, we think, in all respects 
analogous to the question which arises 
in every case of appropriation under 
the power of eminent domain; and it 
may be reduced to the formula that 
the public must pay the actual value 
of that which it appropriates to the 
public use.” 

In determining such value, the court 
holds that there are but three stand- 
ards, its market value, the probable 
cost to replace it, and the revenue it is 
capable of pooseene. This is held to 
be impracticable. he second method 
is pronounced inapplicable to property 
of this kind. The court then proceeds: 

“We must then have recourse to the 
third standard of value—the revenue 
which the property is capable of pro- 
ducing. At the first blush, there might 
seem to be a difficulty in applying this 
standard; for the revenue received by 
the company will be absolutely con- 
trolled by the rates fixed, and reve- 
nue can be otherwise collected. This 
difficulty has led one of the counsel in 
this case to contend that the rates 
must be so fixed as to enable the com- 
pany to obtain precisely the revenue 
which it would realige if the rates were 
not regulated by the public at all. To 
this proposition we cannot assent. It is 
sufficient that the law recognizes that 
there is a standard by which just com- 

nsation may and that 
t is intended to prevent that measure 
from being exceeded. 

“What that standard is, as applied to 
the present case, we think not difficult 
of ascertainment. As we have said, it 
is not the water or the distribut! 
works which the company may be 
to own, and the value of which is to 
be, ascertained. They were acquired 
and contributed for the use of the pub- 
lic; the public may be said to be the 
real owner, and the company only the 
agent of the public to administer their 
use. What t company 
with, what the public has acquired, is 


the money reasonably and properly ex- 
fended by the company in acquiring its 
property and constructing its works. | 
The State has taken the use of that 
money, and it is for that use that it 
must provide just compensation. What 
revenue money is capable of producing 
is a question of fact, and, theoretically 
at least, susceptible of more or less 
exact ascertainment. Regard must be 
had to the nature of the’ investment, 
the risk attendant upon it, and. the 
public demand for the product of the 
enterprise. It would not, of course, be 
reasonable to allow the company a 
profit equal to the greatest rate of in- 
terest realized upon any kind of invest- 
ment, nor, on the other hand, to com- 
pel it to accept the lowest rate of re- 
muneration which capital ever obtains, 
Comparisons must be made between 
this business and other kinds of busi- 
ness involving a similar degree of risk, 
and all the surrounding circumstances 
must be considered. An important 
circumstance will always be the rate 
of interest at which money can be bor- 
rowed for investment in such a busi- 
ness; and, where the business appears 
to be honestly and prudently con- 
ducted, the rate which the company 
would be compelled to pay for bor- 
rowed money will furnish a safe, 
though not always conclusive, criterion 
of the rate of profit which will be 
deemed reasonable. In ordinary cases, 
where the management is fair and 
economical, it would be unreasonable 
to fix the rate so low as to prevent the 
company from paying interest on bor- 
rowed money at the lowest market rate 
obtainable; and even then, some allow- 


ance or margin should be made for any 


risk to which the company may be ex- 
posed, er and above the risk taken 
by a lénder. This being so, the exist- 
ence of the bonded indebtedness on 


+-which so-much~ stress has-been ‘laid, 


must be disregarded. 

“Tt follows that we cannot say that 
the finding of the court below, that 
the rates fixed by the City Council were 
less than what was reasonable, is un- 
supported by the evidence. 

“Fourth—It is contended that the 
findings in severa] particulars are un-{ 
supported by the evidence. It is claime 
that the evidence does not justify the 
findings that $750,000 had been actually 
expended in the purchase and construc- 
tion of the plant. On this subject the 
evidence is extremely unsatisfactory. 
Apart from estimates testified to by 
engineers, the only evidence of the cost 
was the books of the company, which 
placed the amount at $735,000. The 
books, of those portions of them 
brought up in the transcript, require 
much explanation, which has not been 
furnished us. In fact, the case appears 
to have been tried largely on a Wrong 
theory, the greater portion of the evi- 
dence consisting of the testimony of ex- 
pert witnesses as to the value of the 
property. This is at the best an unsat- 
isfactory way of determining the ques- 
tion of actual cost (for which purpose 
only could it be admissible,) and should 
not be resorted to when better evidence 
can be obtained. As against the com- 
pany, at least, its books furnish better 
evidence on this subject, and cannot be 
disregarded. These books certainly 
show the cost to have been less than 
$750,000. We think, therefore, that this 
finding is not justified by the evidence. 
“The finding that the expenses of the 
company for the year in question were 
$40,000, is also attacked. The books of 
the company put the amount at $44,-° 
255.30. Of this amount appellants object 
to items of about $5000 as unnecessary 
and improper, and object particularly 
to an item of $12,800, being an unpaid 
bill, which is disputed by plaintiffs, and 
on which its liability is left doubtful. 
Counsel for respondents have not at- 
tempted to answer these points. As 
the evidence is presented to us in an 
unsatisfactory shape, we will say no 
more than that it does not support the 
finding. It will be the duty of the 
court on a retrial to allow no item of 
expenditure which is not satisfactorily 
shown to be an actual and proper 
charge in the actual conduct of the 
business of supplying water, end, when 
legal or other general expenses are 
claimed, they must be shown to have 
had a proper relation to that business. 
Of course, the items of expenses in 
the present action’ should be disre- 
garded. The trial being had after the 
expiration of the year for which the 
rates were fixed, the 
amounts of revenue and ex 
capable of exact proof. — 

“With regard to the questior of the 
depreciation of the plant by use, it is 
sufficient to say that ordinary repairs 
should be charged to current expenses. 

“Fifth—Among other things, the 
court. below found that the taking of 
evidence as to the value of the plain- 
tiff's plant and the rates that should 
be fixed by the Common Council of said 
city, during the month of February, 
1890, for the year commencing July 1, 
1890, was by said Common Council dele- 
gated to a joint committee, consisting 
of three members from the Board of 
Delegates and three members from the 
Board of Aldermen of said Common 
Council; that said joint committee pro- 
ceeded to and did take evidence from 
the plaintiff and its officers, and other 
witnesses, for a number of days, and 
that on the 2ist day of February, 1890, 
the plaintiff then being before said 
committee by its attorney, said attor- 
ney inquired of said committee whether 
other evidence would be taken, and an- 
nounced that if other evidence would 
be taken he, the sald attorney, desired 
to be present, and especially that if ev- 
idence was given by members of the 
Board of Public Works of said city, or 
estimates were taken from said mem- 
bers of the value or cost of the plain- 
tiff's plant, that he, said attorney, de- 
sired to be present and examine said 
members of the Board of Public Works 
as to the evidence given by them or 
the estimates furnished; that it was 
announced by one of said committee 
at that time in the presence of the 
other members, that he did not know 
of any other evidence that was to he 
taken which was not @ ted ‘iy the 
other member of t commit- 
tee; that there, at that time, and im- 
mediately following the demand of said 
attorney as aforesaid, the City Kngi- 
neer of said city, who was present, was 
privately and secretly in ed that 
the committee desired to have him pres- 
ent at a meeting to be held the follow- 
ing day to give an estimate of the 
value of said plant; that on the fol- 
lowing day said committee met secretly 
and without notifying the water com- 
pany or its said attorney, and 
the testimony of said ven Oy 
and one Schuyler, @ member 
Board of Public Works of said city, and 
took from them their estimates of the 
value and cost of every part of the 
distributing system, pumps, wells and 
other property of the plaintiff, not in- 
cluding its water rights, rights-of-way 
or real estate; that said meeting was 
held secretly in a back room of the 
office of the City Attorney, while all 
of the other meeti of the committee 
had been held publicly in the room of 
the Board of Aldermen, was held on a 
legal holiday when the offices of the 
city in the City Hall were closed, and 
said meeting was held with the 
closed and locked; that the plainti 
had no notice or knowledge of said 
meeting; that said estimates so fur- 
niahed were largely less than the cost; 
that the report of said committee was 
adopted without change; that the at- 
torney of the plaintiff aqpeseed before 
each of said bodies and that 
the plaintiff be allowed to offer evi- 
dence to said Common Council with 
reference to the fixing of said rates, but 
hie right to offer said evidence was 
denied. The ordinance mentioned in the 
complaint, fixing said rates, Was passed 
and adopted without any further hear- 
ing, or opportunity to be heard, on the 

of plaintiff. 

“It is claimed that this finding ts 
altogether in accord with the evidence; 
but, though we find some verbal inac- 
curacies, — that all materia! 
particulars it ie sufficiently supported 

“ht le plain that these facts 


bes partes 


so much of unfairness in the investi- 
gation had by the Common Gouncil as 
to overcome the presumption of the 
correctness of its decision. It was 
clearly the duty of the Couneil to give 
to the water company, at least when 
réquested to do 80, a reasonable op- 
portunity to be heard, not merely for 
the purpose of presenting its own evi- 
dence, but also of explaining or over- 
coming, if it could, evidence presented 
by others. The company certainly was 
entitled to be present when evidence 
was being produced before the Coun- 
cil or its committee, or to be otherwise 
informed of that evidence and allowed 
to overcome it, if possible. The action 
of the commitee, for which no’ suffi- 
cient excuse was given, appears to have 
been taken for the very purpose of 
excluding the plaintiff when that evi- 
dence was received, and it therefore 
seriously impugns the fairness of the 
investigation. Indeed, such an inves- 
tigation ought to be held publicly, and 
upon such reasonable public notice of 
the times and places of the meetings 
as will enable those interested to be 
present; and a neglect of this percau- 
tion, when unexplained, must always 
give rise to injurious suspicions. 

“For the reasons above set forth the 
judgment and order appealed from are 
reversed, and the cause remanded for 
a new trial.” 


CARL REES ON TRIAL. 
Charged with Having Stolen a 
Typewriter... 


The trial of Carl Rees, charged with 

having stolen a typewriter from W. D. 
Tubbs at San Dimas, came up before 
Judge York and a jury yesterday after- 
noon. 
Rees, it-is charged, stole the machine 
from Tubbs’s store, and wrote several 
letters to friends, some of which would 
not look well in print. Shortly after 
the robbery, a reward of $20 for the re- 
covery of the typewriter was offered, 
and Rees, evidently considering that 
amount to be a good price for the ma- 
chine, surrendered it to the officers 
and claimed the reward. 

But the letters he had _ written 
brought Rees into the pending daiffi- 
culty. A peculiarity in one of the char- 
acters in the typewriter, with which 
Mr. Tubbs was particularly familiar, 
was found in the printed missives, 
which were yesterday admitted in evi- 
dence.

COMPROMISE APPROVED. 


Judge Shaw Puts an End to the 
Phelan Insolvency Matter. 


The big fight that has been going on 
between the creditors of Contractor E. 
F. Phelan and the Southern California 
Power Company over the appointment 
of a receiver was brought to a finish 
by Judge Shaw yesterday by the ap- 
proval of a compromise agreement 
reached by the contestants. 

Phelan entered into a contract with 
the Southern California Power Com- 
pany, July 17, 1897, to construct a 
canal near the Santa Ana Cafion, in 
San Bernardino county. After the con- 
tract had been signed, Phelan went 
through insolvency. At the time of the 
institution of the insolvency proceed- 
ings a large amount of work on the 
contract had been performed. Several 
claims for large amounts were out- 
standing against Phelan at the time, 
representing money due for materials, 
labor, etc. 

The insolvency proceedings were sup- 
plemented by an injunction brought by 
one of the creditors against a contin- 
uance of work upon the canal until his 
claim had been paid. Thus all respon- 
sibility in the faithful performance of 
the contract fell back upon the power 
company, which was the contractor in 


Phelan. 

After considerable skirmishing and 
hard fighting in the Superior Court be- 
tween the power com y and the 
creditors, Gregory ne, Jr., was ap- 
pointed receiver. 

Meanwhile the work called for by 
the contract had been delayed, and the 
power company was suffering heavy 
daily loss. 

Receiver Perkins came into court 
yesterday and announced that a com- 
promise between Phelan's creditors and 
the power company had been reached 
in which the power company agreed to 
pay into the hands of the court for 
ae pone of the creditors the sum of
